our rivals have built a whole institution in Moscow to inves- 
tigate the problem and they heve at this moment seventeen 
highly treined scientists in the field looking into the metter, 
Sut why? 

Simply because the stakes ere higher in this then in 
any other propaganda game and the winner will gein vastly more 
by winning this game then by being first on the moon. The 
stakes are nothing short of the very Soul of Men, for this 
off-beat quest is e practical effort to capture something 
thet ean reek our entire religious and ethical pyramid to its 
very foundetions. This is simply a living example of the 
femous "missing link" between Men end Non-Man, otherwise known 
as the Yeti, or one of its now verious reported cousins. But 
before 1 go into the facts of this business I must continue 
for a bit on the ethical and the political theme, 

Theat such intermediste beings are still living today, 
in various forms, and all over an erea in asia alone about 
three times that of the United States, may not have been 
demonstrated to our satisfaction --thet is to us, the people, 
of the "West" --but it epperently has been so to our competitors 
in the "East". You mey snigger and laugh at this suggestion; 
you may call it creckpot, alarmist, newspaper twaddle, mass 
hallucination, the meunderings of benighted "natives", or 
simply the product of the imaginetions of mounteineers whose 
minds heve been drugged by eltitude, and thus dispose of the 
whole thing as nonsense, Sut you cannot dismiss the fact that 


the Russians heve a whole building in Moscow devoted solely 
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to the investigation of this metter, steffed by top-notch 
scientists and techniciens, and that they heve published, 

emong other works on the subject, a whole book somewhat 
larger than our standard novel on the bones of the hand alone, 
of a certein type of cave men thet is thought to be the 
prototype of tiis helf-and-helf "missing link". Further, the 
Russians have these seventeen scientists in the field and 
spread out all the wey from the Pamirs in the southwest to 
Cuter Mongolia in the east, looking for this "thing" or "things", 
Laugh if you like but if you don't believe me or are interested 
further, write to the editor cf this magezine and he will send 
you the official address cf the institute in Mcscow «-which 
would be very pleased to hear further from you, incidentally. 

Now what does this mean? Simply thet our rivals in the 

battle for the soul of humanity believe in something that 

we scoff at, and that they are on the ball both officially 

end actively while we sit around end poke fun at the few +-s0 
very few-=- private individuals in our free estate who are 
spending their own fortumes or their hard-earned savings to 
metch the massive efforts of the entire Russian Empire. And 

he stakes are nothing short of our very sculs for, if our 
rivals get en example of this vrize first, all hell literally 
is going te breek loose, for then every one of us will really 
heve to ask ourselves that question --do I believe in evolution? 
And what is more, we will have to answer it. Let us think 
this thing through. 


Just suppose thet one of our side captured one of these 


Xetis, or Metoh Kangmi, or Orang Pendek, or even a Sasquatch 


(see below) elive, whet would we do with it, or be permitted 
to do with it? Should one put it in a cage or ask it in for 
afterncon teat And if it strangled your mother or raped your - 
deughter wotild you be at liberty to shoot it on sight or 
woulé you have to heve it arrested? And then sbout the trial? 
Quite epart from the language difficulty, what's the law? 
It's not in the book and it's not in The Book. The creature 
is “responsible", for it's not insene, and if it comes from, 
sey, Nepal it is a Nephiese citizen --if it's humen thet ise- 
end it immediately has ell kinds of rights. But who is going 
to say that it's human? Yet, if anybody wants to say it's 
an enimel he's going to heave to explain himself to the church 
to which he belongs. The Almighty made us in His image; 
and in his infinite wisdom he made the animals ins.....what? 
+he situation, in fect, immediately becomes both difficult and 
unpleasant to sey the least. But whet if the “other side" gets 
the prize first? 

The Marxists have been telling the non-literate and 
the semi-literete peoples of the world --and ea lot of others 
who are supposed to be literate besides-=- for half a century 
now that there is a dasterdly capitalist plot to keep them 
in slavery and that this is aided and abetted by religion. 
After the initiel shock of this eccusation had worn off, 
not only orgenized religion but a lerge pert of humanity rebounded 


with a rather tough denial, stating and in good measure proving 


to all and sundry that there is no such "plot" for them to 
aid and demonstrating thet they are not abetting any such 
thing. But then comes this evolution business, 

While this is not anti-religious, it flies directly 
in the face of ell feiths +-with the exception of the original 
teachings of tne Gautama Buddha-- all of which heve insisted

Whet better 
propagenda weapon could be provided? 

Anything short of a @ibbering ape itself can see 
immediately thet either God did not do thet which he has so 
far been alleged to heve done, or the cherished beliefs of 
the faithful ere felse. in either case it's “our side" that 
will heave to do the explaining while "their side" can ride 
high on the demonstratable fact that something is and always 


has been very wrong somewhere, to say the least, and just as 


they always said, 


We have a genius for writing laws to cope with new 
situaticns and the legal boys could doubtless get us out of 
our distress in this case and in short order by, for instance, 
simply stating that living creatures which do not speak. a 


human language ere non-humen, therefore "beasts", and ergo 


heve no rights. But even the Law cannot rule our emotions, 
let elone our racial concepts --as hes recently been amply 
demonstrated-- or even more so, our religious beliefs. Given 
e true missing-link anywhere along the middle pert of the 
chain that evolutionists state links Man to Non-Man and the 
fat will be in the fire for everybody is going to be presented 
with a real problem for once end one thet each will heve to 
sclve for himself. And simply ignoring it is not going to 

do any good either, because it goes to the very roots of our 
faith, and only God, we believe, can vouchsafe us an answer 
to that. 

But, you may well, and probably will say, this is all 
unimportant because we have not caught any such creature and 
you heve ne reeson to suppose that any such exists, or ever 
existed. This is e splendid ostrich=like attitude and it 
could work cut but, mey I remind you, our rivals are not a 
bunch of uneduceted morons and they don't see it this way at 
all.

They are investigating at this very moment a 
cure for certein forms of cancer that we have refused even 
to test for many yeers, and they are grefting spare heads on 
to dogs. We, the public of the West --not any longer all 
our scientists, I am happy to report-- may continue to laugh 
- at these outlandish concepts; that is our prerogative, but 
if we do we must not cry or scream when one of them lands 
figumatively or actually in our laps, Above ell, we of the 
Press, meaning publicists in general and of all grades and 
techniques of the Fourth Estate, should refrein from 
ill-considéred ribaldry in such esoteric metters for there are 
more things not only under both heaven and earth, but now 
also above the former than we ever imagined, and any one of 
them mey at any time become of vital import to our very 
existence. Man, in fact, is breaking through, and the 
break-through is both cumulative and progressive. 

The idea thet some missing-links --ape-men, or men-apes3 
and the two latter ere not the seme == are still running around 
in out-of-the-way perts of the world, and even in northem 
California, may sound hilariously funny to almost everybody 
but it is really a very grim matter for the reasons we have 
stated, and it concerns all of us very deeply. It is a time 


bomb or proportions eltogether more monumental than eny fusion 


device thet we currently have in storege for it could blow the

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mental guts out of us more readily end universally then any 
gadget could scatter our physical intestines. we cught to 
be at least interested. 

What, specifically, has made the Russians interested? 

This cannot be enswered in precise terms, though there 
is no reason to suppose thet they would not tell you in some 
deteil if you went to Moscow and visited their institution 
therewhich is devoted to the study of this business. You 
might even get a reply to ea written request, for they have 
nothing to hide and they were very cooperative with at least 
one individual whom I know, who gid call upon them. Presumably 
they must heave reed, and seriously, all the published reports 
by almost everybody not a netive of Nepel or Tibet who has 
Visited those countries, and they heve probably also reed 
& feire-sized library of reports by people who heve stumbled 
upon or investigated similer facts in quite a lot of other 
countries --East Africa, the Congo, West Sfrica, Assam, Burma, 
Sumatra, two ereas in South America, certain unexplored partes 
of Gentrel America like southern British Hondurses, Alaska, 
British Columbia, end northern Celifornia. This ts a fair 
geogrephical roster when it is added to the vast swethe of 
territory in Asie extending from the Pemirs, through Tibet 
end the inner Himelayes to Sikang (not Sinkieng) in China and 
thence north to theRepublic of Mongolia, | 

This will probably come as a surprise to you but sub-humen

Of all this mess of reports only one has so fer filtered 
through the press to humanity at large, This is a thing or 


@ group of related things called, and quite erroneously as 


1% now turns out, The Abominable Snowman. About this, reams 


have now been written and all sorts of fanciful illustrations 
have been published. The point hes come, therefore, where 
we should try to clear the decks of all the dross and lay a 


table to receive the facts on individual platters, and course 


by course. 

First, let me just say thet the delightful term the 
"abominable snowman” was coined by the famous British columnist, 
Henry Newmen, of the Calcutta Statesman of India on receipt 
of a telegrem from the leader of an early Everest exploratory 
expedition announcing the discovery of a line of mysterious 
humanoid foot-tracks in the snow just above the tree-line,. 
Newman knows everything and his column has for half a century 
been emazing but he did not, as he gave to believe at that 
time, speak the language of the part cf Tibet in which the 
tracks had been found. However, he went right ahead and 
translated the words "“metch kangmi" in the telegram in this 
manner. (Actually, the telegrephist had further muddled the 


issue by mistrenscribing metch for metoh.) But Newmen was 


not far wrong for this term is applied to outeasts in. Tibet 
and, I em told, should better be translated "filthy or dirty 
outcast". The reason is that there never has been any capital 
punishment in that country end murderers are simply turned 
@ut to fend for themselves for the rest of their lives while 
decent citizens not yet convicted of heinous crimes are 
forbidden to aid them in any way.or even to speak to or of 
them. As a result, these whBtches take to dwelling in caves, 
living on rats, insects and roots, while their lank, mongoloid 
heir grows to their. shoulders and their clothing rots aways 
There are such ex-delinguents e11 over Tibet. But the 
combinetion of the words abominable and snowman in the English 


language were too good for the press to pass up and they 


adopted them with the utmost gusto. Newman's mild divarication 


has done more to publicize this metter than anything else. 
Actuelly there hed been reports thet some humanoid 
creature existed in the region of the border between Nepal 
and Tibet long before this incident but nobody had peid any 
attention to them. One of the very first was made by the. 
British explorer Hugh Knight who on an exploratory expedition 
rode on a horse ehead of his train, and heppened to dismount 
for a rest in an open grassy place on the side of the mountains 
down among the messive rhododendron forests thet clothe vast 
ereas of this multimillion squere mile area of unexplored 
territory and which plays such an important part in our story, 


as we shall see later. He happened to have ‘itade no noise 
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and to have approached quietly sce thet he found himself <-he 
says-=- almost face to face with a humanoid creature without 
clothes, with a yellowish skin covered in long hair, a mane, 
bent knees, and @ prognathous jaw but, stranvely, carrying a 
crude bow. This creature was watching some animals below 

on the mountainside with such intensity thet he did not sense 


Rate presence. Knight watched, amezed, but the 


sub-humen 'thing' suddenly hefted his weapon end rushed off .

This wes in 1921, In 1925 & professional photographer 
nemed NeA. Tombazi, a member of the respected Royal Geographical 
Society of London, reported that he came upon 8 similer creature 
that was very ape-like which he watched at some distance 
pulling up dwerf rhododendron bushes at en altitude of about 
15,000 feet, nine miles from the Zemu Glacier, 

Since Newman's famous "press release" almost every 
outsider who hes been into inner Nepal and outer Tibet has 
hed something to say on this subject and almost all have 
reported seeing foot-trecks in either fresh snow or mud, hearing 
strange cries, having boulders rolled down towards them, or 
hevéing heerd from the very sane and serious locel inhabitants 
of the existence of these sub-humen creatures. Few have made 
so bold as to report thet they have enosaniered them face to 
face but there was an American Doctor on f Four-Point Program 


in Nepal a few years ago who says in print that, with a 


companion, he was surrounded by some such creetures though 
he alleged that they hed tails. People who have not been to 
these countries almost to s men state for the record that 
everything those who have been there have said are lies, and, 


in the case of working scientists they add, also for record, 
a 


ing could possibly exist in fact. 
And there the matter might have rested had it not 

appened thet a lot of Britishers were determined to climb the 
highest mountain in the world and a few iconoclests who take 

e fiendish delight in doubting the word of any "expert" 
hed not persisted in resuscitating and republishing the 
stetements of Forest Officers and other serious-minded persons 
who lived in and about these areas and who had made similar 
revorts, 

The result of these two --to many people-~ aggrevating 
circumstances and the actions of their eafficianados, combined 
with Newman's delightful epithet, was that the Fourth Estate 
simply would not let the matter drop, so that what is regarded 


by many as the greatest modern myth was born, The only trouble 


is that the beastly thing turns out not to be a "myth" at 


ell but e most distressing reality. 

In the meantime --and I speek of the decades 1930 to 
1950-- little was heard of this business. Whole or complete 
Men, or whatever we now have to call ourselves, was otherwise 
preoccupied and especially in Europe. Up till this time, 


moreover, America hed not yet heard of this abomination although 


two Americans had reported being yelled at by "something" while 
on en expedition to the inner Himeleya and having found a 
eairn on @ superior mountain=top moved, and of having been — 
told that Yeti --not Metoh Kengmi, be it neted=- had done this, 
In fact, this is one of the eerliest records of the proper 
Sherpa neme fom the subemen. In 1948 this writer spoke of 
this ebomineble business te Ken Purdy then editor of irue 

(nomenclature, 
Megezine. He also became enamoured of Newman's jepithet and™ 
published an article on the subject. I believe this was the 
first introduction of the subject to this country. 

Meantime, however, all manner of distressing, to many, 
other corollary matters had come to light. Two very sericuse 
minded, respected and experienced men in East Africa “-SeV. Cook 
end Capt. We. Hichens-- stated flatly that they hed come face 
to fece with little men-like crestures in thet country, 

Reports of a thing celled the Tok or "Mouth Men" came cut 
of Burmes; a little fellow tith shy hebits called the Crang 
Pendek or simply "Little Man" turned up in Sumatra, There 
was also a positive outburst in e most unexpected quarter, 
nemely, the strip of mountain forests from Cenedian Alaske. 


te northern California in the form of a rather monstrous 


hairy cherecter called by the imerindians thd" Sesquateh." |= 


The deteils of these and several other like items I will go 
into in my next article: herein I have time only to set the 
Stage. And this is nct yet ready for televising, 

The situation todey in regard te this whole matter is 


really emazing. It hes not yet become "common knowledge" 


though there has been an increasing amount about it in the 
press and not e little in magazines. The public as a whole 

is not aware of its very existence, yet it is rapidly becoming 
a matter of international interest and vossibly of "eold=-war" ; 
Significance. An enormous amount of money and energy is going 
into investigat.on of the matter and, as we have said, it 

has hair-raising undertones --perhaps even overtones. 

There is no longer any doubt but that these creatures 
are to be found and studied --if not caught or killed-- and 
that they are very widely distributed. I will name in my 
next article half-a-dozen expeditions which are currently in: 
the field searching for them or for evidence of them, and 
these erc not crackpot, sterry-eyed, one-man outfits, They 
are all] cither fully-trained scientific field orgenizations 
like these of the Russians already mentioned, or composed of 
very experienced and patient investigetors. Both lots have 
meney behind them. 

_ There are also professional animal collectors devoting 
almost whole time to the business, one of whom happens to be 
‘an essociate of mine and who was a virulent if not "professional" 
aceptic until his last trip, after which he wrote me, and I 
quote, "I am now more convinced than ever and I am going 


back to do it myself." I will tel] you later who he iS, 


where he 1s, why he is thus converted, and why he says that 


he is going back “to do it himself" this time, and by that 
time I mey heve first-hand reports from him as to what he 


has found. 


This race for the Yeti, the Orang Pendek, the Sasquatch 
(on wnich I heppen personally to be engaged at the time of 
writing), and others, including those delightful entities so 
well-known to the human inhebitants of Mongolie as Almas that

the Russien scientists, is now on at full blast. it is one 


of the greatest news stories of all time and I want to tell 
you more about it. I will name those who are engeged in it; 
quote for you the actual reports of those who have over the 
years, petiently brought this metter to light, and I will tell 
you «-with photogrephs-- whet has so fer been discovereds the 
story is, I can assure you, so amazing es almost to warrent 
that abominable prefix, sensational. 

This is a race to capture the very soul of humanity 
indeed. And in one carner we heave the orgenized might of 
Russia which can call uvon a multitude of scientists and order 
them to go look almost anywhere, while in the other corner is 
a little bend of what I can only cell gallant men, all but one 
or two without even funds, derided and scoffed et by public, 
press, and organized science alike, who heve to battle through 
mounteins of red=-tape as well as rhododendrons to the airy 
peaks of discovery. We ought to rally behind these rugged 
inéividuelists and give them e boose in the name of freedom 


end free enterprise. 
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
